DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 4-6, filed April 3, 2008, with respect to claims 
1-3 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-2 has 
been withdrawn. 

2. Claims 1-3 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: the art of record fails to teach/suggest the recited combination including, 
among other things, the features of breaking down the N bits word into an exponent part 
and a mantissa part each having a size that varies according to the value of the N bits 
word, wherein the size of the mantissa part increasing with the value of the N bits word.
